La Fiesta de las Rosas, the Wes¬ 
tern United States' newest major parade, 
pageant and festival is the big spectacu¬ 
lar on the Santa Clara Valley schedule 
in May and June, 1969. 

The grand floral parade will be 
held Sunday, Jun 1. 

A three-day Great West Rodeo, 
offering $15, 000 in prize money to the 
nation 1 s top cowboys, will be held on 
May 30, May 31 and June 1. These dates 
take in the Memorial Day holidays. 

A rose show, arts, crafts, mu¬ 
sic, fandangos and sports celebration 
also are on the program. 

Daniel Saldaña, chairman of the 
Fiesta parade, held the organizational 
meeting of his parade committee Jan¬ 
uary 16 and explained the Fiesta program 
to representatives of such diverse groups 
as Mexican-Americans, labor, business, 
civic organizations, veterans, the schools 
and individuals. 

Mr. Saldaña said the committee 
should seek to put on a 2 1/2 mile, 2- 
hour extravaganza that would attract up¬ 
ward of 500, 000 people. 

In the late 1920's and early 1930's, 
the Fiesta parade drew huge crowds and 
attracted such personalities as Will Ro¬ 
gers. Thousands of school children and 
adults helped decorate the floats. 


"now is the time to plan the floats, 
and to follow the "Heritage" theme of the 
parade," Mr. Saldaña said. "It is hoped 
that the parade will dramatize the rich 
cultural heritage of the Santa Clara Val¬ 
ley, that it will portray our history and 
will show our neighbors what the one 
million people of Santa Clara County can 
do."

Later Miss Bernal described the 
excursion. "Everything was perfect. 
Bobby just talked and talked. He went on 
all the rides and saw everything. He 
really had a good time." 

Afterwards the little group flew 
back to San Jose. Now Bobby is back at 
the hospital with some bright memories 
of the Matterhorn, Tom Sawyer, pirates 
and the World of Tomorrow. 

And maybe he is just a little bet¬ 
ter prepared to face whatever tomorrow 
holds for the six-year-old with a term¬ 
inal disease.

PROPOSED LETTER TO THE CITY 
COUÑCILMEN 


It seems as if we have utterly 
failed in securing your attention-which, 
as you know, is a prerequisite to com¬ 
munication. And it may well be that you 
ma y yet drive us to do something dra¬ 
matic, as our Black brothers have had 
to do, before we can sit down and dis¬ 
cuss our problems. 

Your latest attempt to communi¬ 
cate (perhaps a sincere one), began with 
an insult. You have taken the position 
that there is no Brown man in the San 
Jose area, man familiar with our lan- 
guage, customs and problems and at the 
same time has the capacity to communi¬ 
cate them to you. You have brought a 
man from another area, a man with a 
different language and culture, and not 
familiar with our area and our problems, 
to make you aware of the problem and 
suggest solutions. 

Perhaps this would have been 
overlooked, especially since we want to 
do nothing that would offend our Black 
brothers, who have suffered more than 
we have and whom we respect and ad¬ 
mire. But in the recent past there are 
other things you have done and ought not 
to have done which have also been most 
offensive to us. 

We aré referring to your lack of 
concern for our representation in the 
City Council. When a councilman re¬ 
cently was kicked out for conduct which 
would have sent a Brown or a Black man 
to prison, and an attempt was made by 
our community to replace him with a 
Mexican - American college professor 
who is a well established leader in our 
community, you rejected him in favor 
of a man who does not meet the legal 


residential requirements to hold office. 
With one fifth of its population being of 
Mexican descent, the City of San Jose, 
originally founded by Mexicans, is denied 
a representative of our ethnic group. 

And more recently, when a city 
agency dealing mostly with Mexican-Ame- 
ricans needed a director, a job where 
identification through language and cus¬ 
toms is of great importance in relating 
to those served, a relative newcomer to 
San Jose, a man with a different lang¬ 
uage and culture, was selected. To per¬ 
form his job adequately, he was quoted 
as telling reporters, he is being tutored 
in Spanish. The city again has presumed 
that no Mexican-American in San Jose is 
available for this position - a position 
which, apparently, was not sufficiently 
advertised. 

How much longer do you think 
that we can continue to tolerate this type 
of treatment? You say you want to get 
together to discuss our problems. Is 
your capacity to understand so shallow 
as to preclude you knowing that your 
actions are reprehensible and contemp¬ 
tuous to us ? 

If you truly want to open channels 
of communication, there are some steps 
that you can take at once: 

1) Place a qualified Mexican- 
American in the City Council. This could 
be done by increasing the number of 
members or by removing the one who is 
there illegally. 

2) Call for the resignation of 
Rodnar Pulley, Executive Director of 
the San Jose City Tenant Relations A- 
gency, and replace him with a person 
acceptable to the Mexican-American 
Community. We do not consider that Mr. 
Pulley has the judgement necessary to 
operate that agency correctly. 

3) Name a Human Relations Exe¬ 
cutive Director who has a full under¬ 
standing of the local problems and who 
knows something of the culture of the 
minority group most in need of services. 

After these initial steps are tak¬ 
en, >ye feel, we will be better able to sit 
down and discuss the many problems 
which beset our community and which we 
can help solve by working together
